“ From 30 to 40 per cent of a normal 
crop of commercial apples in Adams 
county this year”, is the opinion of 
the majority 
of orchardmen in 
this 
section, who participated in the fruit 
growers* tour Monday, under the aus­ 
pices 
of the Farm 
Bureau and 
the 
State College 
Research 
Laboratory. 
Crowers in making this deduction took 
into 
consideration 
the fact that 
in 
many low-lying orchards, the yield will | 
run as low as 20 per cent, while a few 
on high ground will average 75 per 
cent of a normal crop. 


Five orchards were inspected by the 
IOO growers, who made the tour of 25 
miles and in each, the results of ex­ 
periments conducted by the Research 
Laboratory experts 
were discussed.

1—“Railroad managers and work­ 
men are to agree to recognize the vali­

labor board and to faithfully carry out 
such decisions as countenanced by the 
law. 


2—“The carriers will withdraw all 
lawsuits growing out of the strike and 
the railroad 
labor board’s 
decision, 
which have been involved in the strike, 
may be taken 
in the exercise of re­ 
cognized right by either party to the 
labor board for rehearing. 
3— “All employees, now on strike, to 
be returned to work and to their for­ 
mer positions with seniority and other 
rights unimpaired.

ly, all agree that there will be no dis­

agents in Pennsylvania this year, how- I 
ever, economy of buying marl would be i 
extremely doubtful and one should j 
weigh the facts and study analyses I 
carefully before investing. 
Good marl analyses about 50 per j 
cent total oxide of lime, somewhat • 
1 
I 
lower than the average ground lime- I 
stone. 
The marl, on account of its ! 
softness, dissolves in the soil more j 
quickly than the coarser particles of j 
ground limestone, so that where ap- j 
plications must be very light, under j 
1000 to 1200 lbs., per acle, immediate 
results may be somewhat better with ^ 
.marl than with limestone. 
W here 
more liberal amounts, really adequate 
to sweeten a sour soil, are used, how­ 
ever, there is no reason to expect 
much difference in the effect of the 
two applied at the same rate. 
Good hydrated lime should analyze 
about 70 per cent total oxide, or two- 
fifths higher than the marl. 
It is 
soluble as quickly and completely as 
the marl, if not more so, and being 
finer can be more thoroughly mixed 
with the soil. 
Good ground burned 
lime should analyze higher than the 
hydrated and be equally prompt in 
action. Recent experiments have fail­ 
ed to prove the contention that these 
latter forms of lime seriously destroy 
hunfus and they never injure crops 
when used in moderation. 


No fault is to be found with m ail 
as a source of lime. 
The price at 
which it is generally sold seems, how­ 
ever, quite out of proportion to its 
analysts in 
comparison with 
other 
form s of lime. 
The claims made by 
salesmen 
regarding its 
superiority 
have little if any apparent ground. 
The m arl contains nothing of value, 
in addition to lime, except a trace of 
phosphoric acid, so th a t it cannot be 
substituted for fertilizer on the grain 
i crop, as is being advised. 
T h e 'Use 
I of a few hundred pounds of marl in 
the drill could not be expected to 
show much more effect than a similar 
amount of fine limestone or a lesser 
amount of burned or hydrated lime.

The contract for the Lortz Science 
Hall at 
W ilson 
College, Chambers­ 
burg will be let next Monday and 
work will be started on it soon after­ 
wards in order that it may be ready 
for use for the season begining in 
1922. 
The hall will be named after 
John Lortz, a wholesale grocer of 
Chambersburg, whose w ill gave $.30,- 
000 for the purpose, the money being 
made available following the death of 
Mrs. Lortz last year. 
It was found 
that $30,000 was not adequate to erect 
a building suitable for present use and 
future growth, so the college ha? ad­ 
ded $15,000 of its own funds. 


jAt a recent m eeting of the grounds 
and buildings committee of the Col­ 
lege, plans prepared by Charles W. 
Bolton & Son, of Philadelphia, for the 
new building were approved and the 
chairman of the committee, 
Harry 
Vft Byron of Mercersburg, 
and 
the 
business m anager, 
G. 
H . 
Bartle, 
were authorized to proceed with the 
erection of the building. 


In accordance with the plans for 
the development of the grounds and 
buildings, recently prepared for the 
college by Messrs. Dreher, Church­ 
man and Paul, the building is to con­ 
form in general 
style to 
Thomson 
Hall and the stone cut of which it 
will be built is almost identical. 
It 
will be 2% stories in 
height 
and 
the interior will be 
done in 
white 
brick, making a fire proof structure. 
The building will be about 90 by 
42 feet in outside dimensions. 
It will 
provide 
for 
a large 
lecture room, 
threo large laboratories and smaller 
rooms for quiz classes, professors' of­ 
fices, stock rooms, balance rooms and 
other necessary details of an up-to- 
date recitatio 
and laboratory build­ 
ing for the 
department 
of 
physics 
and chemistry. 
The building 
will 
not be so highly specialized 
as 
not 
to be available for any of the natu­ 
ral sciences, but the ultimate object 
has been to provide a thoroughly fire­ 
proof building which would meet the 
requirements of a college of 500 resi­ 
dent students in the 
department 
of 
chemistry, or chem istry and physics.

Six o f them 
are located on the Harrisburg Road; 
two on the Emmitsburg Road; and one 
each on the Lincoln Highway, on the 
Biglerville 
Road, one 
at Bupp's, 
in 
Latimore township, 
ami one at T ay­ 
lor’s, 
in 
Menallen 
township. 
Four 
other bridges have been reinforced so 
that they will now carry the load re­ 
quired by law and thirty bridges have 
been refloored. In addition to this, ac­ 
cording to 
Mr. Baker’s report, 
five 
bridges have been re-roofed and fifteen 
other structures will be re-floored in 
whole or in part, w'hile the contracts 
have been 
let for the repainting 
of 
eighteen iron bridges. The Commmis- 
sioners also contemplate the erection 
o f two other small concrete bridges. 
The cost o f maintaining the Mum- 
masburg road, which has been placed 
on the county, has already been $3,500 
and the Commissioners are arranging 
to spend $6,000 more on the road this 
year. 
In addition to this expenditure, 
the Commissioners have appropriated 
the sum of $70,000 to the Almshouse, 
since coming into office, and have paid 
for the burial of soldiers and soldiers’ 
widows, $9,150, also erecting a memor­ 
ial tablet to the memory of the coun­ 
ty boys, who made the supreme sacri­ 
fice during the World War. 
The court house has been repaired

of $2,000

three plots. 
In one the trees had not 
been treated; 
in another 85-15 
dust 
was used and in the third, lime sul­ 
phur and arsenate of lead. 
I t was 
pointed out that the purpose of the 
experiment was to compare sulphur 
dust and commercial lime sulphur for 
control of frog-eye, 
scale, red 
bug, 
leaf rollers and red spider. 
Results of the tests on York Im­ 
perials showed the scab infection was 
light and that the lime sulphur gave 
slightly better results than the dust. 
Frog-eye infection was found 
to be 
light. 
Lime sulphur and dust gave 
equally good results. 
The experi­ 
ments showed little red spiders where 
the spray was used, an abundance of 
the pest where dust was used and 
considerable numbers where no treat­ 
ment was given. 
W’here dust was 
used, it was shown, that about IO per 
cent of the terminal growth was in­ 
jured by leaf hoppers, while the spray 
showed 90 per cent terminal injury. 
The untreated 
plot showed 
IO per J 
cent injury. 
It was explained 
that; 
the large amount of injury in the 
sprayed section was due to a lack of 
nicotine in the 
10-day application. 
Dust and spray were equally effective 
against the red bug. 
From the orchard, the tour moved 
to a nearby potato field where an 
orchard sprayer, with a potato boom 
attached, 
was 
in 
operation. 
The 
demonstration showed 
the rapidity 
with which the spray may be applied. 
At the orchard of A. W. Griest 
the experiments showed excellent re­ 
sults in the control of red spider with 
spray. 
Stayman Winesap 
Next to be visited was the orchard 
of the American Fruit Growers, for­ 
merly owned by Tyson Brothers. The 
purpose of the experiments were to 
compare lime sulphur with and with­ 
out spreader, Pyrox and sulphur dust 
for the 
control of 
apple diseases. 
Each gave good control for frog-eye, 
it was shown. 
In plots that were not 
treated there was infection of 82 per 
cent, white in thp treated plots t h e 
greatest amount of the disease was 
12.0 per cent. 
For scab control lime sulphur gave 
better results than either Pyrox or 
90-10 dust. 
The best results were 
obtained with lime sulphur and Kay- 
so where 12 per cent infection was 
found. 
The untreated plots showed 
94 per cent infection w'ith scab. 
At the Minnick orchard, a compar­ 
ison of sulphur

was to see the benefits of spraying 
potatoes, 
which was 
shown. 
The 
field was described as the best 
in 
Adams county. 
Rows on each side 
of the field were not sprayed and the 
retarded growth of these vines and 
the infection was evident when com­ 
pared with the sprayed section.

was found that 4 per cent of this 
year’s potatoes from Michigan seed 
was infected, while 25 per cent of 
the seed 
from last 
year’s locally- 
grown Michigan 
potatoes was dis­ 
eased .
